The CJoebel bill to repeal the charter 
of the Southoi n Hu( ihc l adroad was 
taken up after the joint si'>.sion Sena- 
tor Weissinner spoke aguuist the bill, 
de<-laring tlnit lo repeal this charter 
would shake American securities in this 
country and Europe. 

Senator McCoid followed, udvucating 
the passage of the measure. The bill 
was finally defeated bv a vote of 26 
to8. 

I'liere waa no delay about getting to 
work in th' joint session.

MURDERE0_BY_SU«0LAR8. 

Aa Old Man rouad Dead hf theitaetor He 

Had ^nt For. 

MiDDi.KTowN. Ciinn . l''cli Jh. -Infhe 
little town of Cob.ilt. a few miles dis- 
tant. Tiinorhy I'aniilee. Jtl years of age, 
was found dead yesterday on the floor 
of the kitchen in his home. Mr. Parm- 
lee hved alone, his wife having left h^jp 
several years ago. For some time he 
had been in feeble liealth and Wednes- 
day evening he sent for Dr. 0. W. 
Lawson. 

The physician was unable to visit him 
until yesterday morning. I'poii arriv- 
ing at the house the dix tor's kno -k met 
with no response, and thinking that the 
old man might be hel|i|.-s-, hi> opened 
theddtir. which was not fasteiie(i. In 
the kitchen lay the old man. who had 
api)arently eeen dead for >evi'r;d hours. 
His head was horribly haltered. The 
skull was biokon in three places, the 
nose was broken and the fa«;e. head and 
bo<ty were covered with bruises, cuts 
and contusinua. Ne:ir by, in a pool of 
blood, was fonnd a flatiron covered with 

bloo<l. 

It is thought that the deed waa com- 
mitted by burglars. No money was 
found on the old man's body, and his 
watch and chain were gone. There 
were also evidences of a struggle. The 
dead man had never borne the reputa- 
tion of being wealthy, bnt he always 
carried a good anm of mon«r or his 
person. There ia no clew to the mnr 
derers 

PRIEST SHOT FOUR TIMES. 

His AsMlIaal T..oclied Up, but I* Bellavpfl 

to Mr MnitHlly nrrHiiged. 

Santa B.vkbara. Ual., Feb. 28.— Very 
Rev. Ferdinand Bergmeyer, father su- 
perior of Franciscan misaioR, waa fatal- 
ly shot yesterday by Bemaad Henry 
Gerhard Krusemeyer, who has been 
employed at flie mis.sinn for over a 
year. Three shots entered the priest's 
body and one in (he head. Father 
Bergmeyer is still alive, but hie recov- 
ery is impossible. 

Krusemeyer immediately gave him- 
self np and is now in Jail. He haa given 
conflicting i>*oriee and it ia anppoaed he 
is mentally deranged. TheotRW priests 
say there has alwavs been a friendly 
feeling between the father superior and 
Krusemeyer, and they can give no 
reason for the murder. The uooting 
occurred iu the mission, and intense 
feeling haa been aronaed. FMher Bacf • 
meyer haa been here 10 veera and waa 
held iR gmt eiieem by aU claaaea.

The injured are; Daniel Oallagher, 
bT years old, overcome by amoke and 
badly cut on the lega by glaaa: Henry 
Kirk, Oreinan, overcome hr sraoke 
while rescuing Gallagher. The origin 
of the fire is unknown. The loaa will 
not reach mure than $2,600.

This an)nsed Mr. Vest, first for ques- 
tions of remonstrance and then to one 
of the bursts of elofiuence with which 
he at times arrives and electrifies the 
senate. He spoke of ."^jiain as the tooth- 
less old woman who had lost one by 
one. all licr litrer and was still clinging 
to this single leinainmi: culi. He pic- 
tured Spain as the iiniKitent giant of de- 
spair in the pilgrim "s progress, gazing 
on defeat. In impassioned words he 
made an a]iotliesis to liberty of rare 
beauty and fervor, adding with ringing 
eniphasis that the Cuban (latnots would 
never, never, never aiiaiti become the 
unwillintr Milijects of .-^|i.iiii. 

.■\t the close (it th.' speech Mr. (Jray. 
whoopposed .Mr N'e^t.s.nd that if elo- 
(|ueiice eoulcl achieve the freedom rif 
I'uba. then the burning words of the 
.Missouri senator would set her free. 
The debate will lie closed by .Mr Sher- 
man. It is I oiisiiiereil certain that 
favorable acfion \mII be taken on one of 
the several resolutions.

CUBAN RESOLUTIONS 

I.cKiHiittloii Kecuuiiiif iKlril l>y Ihc t'liiiiiiiU- 
tM aa Vorelgu Hrlutioii*. 

Wamhinotom. Feb. 28 — The house 
committee on foreign afTairs. after a 

warm se.'Ssion of two hours, yesterday 
reported a series of concurrent resolu- 
tions as a suhstitule for the several 
propositions and p«>titions referreil to 
the committee on the subject of the 
Cuban revolution. 

They recite tluttin the opinion uf con- 
gress a state of public war exists in 
Cuba, the portiea to whioh are entitled 
to recognition as belligerents, and be- 
tween which the United States should 
maintain an attitude of neutrality; that 
congress deplores the destruction of 
prop<'rty iu Cuba consequent npon the 
continuance of the war; that C'uba 
should hav(> a government of the choice 
uf Its people, and that it is the seii.se of 
congress that the government of the 
United .States should use its gcnid otticcs 
and friendly influence to lumg this 
alHiiit; that because of the close prox- 
imity of t'uba. the war entails such i 
loss upon .\inencan interests as lo (!»•- 
maiid ]ii'olection to them, and that this 
giiveniment should intervene, if neces- 
sary, and pledging liie sll|ipoltiif con 
gress to the president iii carrying out 
these rtisolutiona.

DEATH CARNIVAL. 

Awful Luw uf Life Prom Niorius and Man- 
•traken la Amtralia. 

Vamoi vkr, B. C. Feb. 28.— The 
Canadian Australian steamer Miowera 
lioni Sydney brings new s of great suf 
ti'iing and loss uf property in Australia 
by tile extraordinary (dimatic condi 
tiuus. There is unprecedented heat on 
land and an exceaaively high death rate 
frnin sunstroke, 80 corpses being burierl 
in Sydney in one day. Terrific storms 
prevailed along the coast. Crojjs in a 
great many localities have been ruined, 
llei'ds of stock .ire si.irving an. I dying 
toi want of water, and there is a dis- 
tressing arnqr of marine oaaualtiea re- 
ported. 

The tow II of M iin iiruiidi was almost 
entirely destroyed liy an electric wind 
storm. It was night when the storm 
struck there. The whole <'ouutry tor 
:iu minntea waa a flnme with balla of 

Hie. 

On the (.Queensland coast the storm 
was of awfu' violence. .\i midnight on 
■jail. 'M tin- steamer dlanworlh was 
driven on the rocks ott' Gladstone. 
There were 100 jteople on board. The 
crew, with a splendid disjilay of cour- 
age and obedience, abandoned the ves 
sel with .some s.'i passengers, lauding 
iliein safely at the lighthouse. The 
vessel is a total wreck.

He freqaently writaa lettata to tbe bish- 
ops and encyclicals in a polished and 
Ciceronian style of Latin. The encycli- 
cal.! are printed at the private press of 
the Vatican, an institution founded by 
hiui and fiiruished with all modern im- 
provements. They are first published ir, 
The Osservatore Romano, the olBcia* 
daily paper of the Vatican, and thee 
finally translated into Italian and other 
lani<uuges and sent out to the bishops 
abroad. Leo XIII writes excellent 
verses, both iu Latin and Italian, and 
likes to see and talk with men of letters 
aa well as to read their works. Two 
years ago ho requested ProflesBor Bruuelli 
of Perugia to buy for him the poetical 
works of the Abbe Zanella. The request 
is eliaracterigtic, for his holiness insisted 
upon paying for the book like any one 
elae.— Marioo Crawford in Centory.
